‘state agencies, informally asking for more details on the private wells. So we provided edits/comments on the letter in
April. | apologize for not elevating the letter sooner on our end. We talked with WED management about it and it
seemed like an appropriate next step as part of the ongoing information assessment/gathering.

We've been monitoring the situation and trying to help the Region. Having been involved in a few of the 1431 petitions
the Agency received in the recent past, Pooja and | were counseling Region 10 that we should be as responsive and
transparent as possible, especially given the scope of the potential risks in this longstanding regional nitrate matter.
With the COVID-19 situation setting in by March (and i Non-responsive per agreement i) we didn’t push the region as much on
this, but of course still asked about how we could help, next steps, etc. We’re guessing Dave may have asked recently
for a briefing in the Oregon matter in light of the Non-responsive per agreement But we’re not sure.
